2. (currently amended) The method in claim 1 wherein the [[application 
further]] biologically effective guantitv comprises [[the application of an anti- 
inflammatorvll less than two milligrams of the extract included per milliliter of a 
topical carrier selected from the group consisting of aluminum hydroxide, 
calamine, cocoa butter, cod liver oil copaiba oil shark liver oil, white petrolatum, 
hard fat, kaolin, lanolin, mineral oil, petrolatum, topical starch, aloe vera gel, 
polyethylene glycol, propylene glycol, vegetable oil, and castor oil .

5. (currently amended) The method in claim 1 wherein the [[extract is of the 
latex of the Croton species containing less than 10% water]] topical application 
provides pain and itch relief within ten (10) minutes . 
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6. (currently amended) The method in claim [[1]]_2_ wherein the extract is [[of 
the Croton species]] in a final concentration of 20 to 300 micrograms per milliliter 
of topical carrier and provides pain and itch relief within sixty (60) minutes of 
application .

18. (currently amended) A pharmaceutical dosage unit included with a earner 
for topical application that inhibits the activation of sensory afferent nerves 
comprising [[an extract of family Euphorbaciae]] an extract of species Croton 
plant material with UV absorbencv in the range of 390nm to 430nm reduced at 
least sixty percent (60%) relative to the absorbencv of unextracted Croton plant 
material f or tho treatm e nt of symptoms associat e d w i th anor e ctal d i s e as e and 
roducod proanthocyanid i n content and concontratod l ipophi l ic cons i tuants . 

19. (currently amended) The pharmaceutical dosage unit in claim 18 wherein 
the extract of species Croton plant material has UV absorbencv at 414 nm 
reduced at least by a factor of four relative to the absorbance at 414 nm for the 
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same quantity of the unextracted Croton plant material, symptoms aro so l cctod 
from the group consist i ng of; prurit i s, odoma, and hypora l goisa . 

20. (currently amended) The pharmaceutical dosage unit in claim 18 wherein 
the proanthocvanidin content of the extract of species Croton plant material is 
reduced bv at least ninety percent (90%) relative to the unextracted Croton plant 
material, t hat inhibits the [[activation of sensory afferent nerves]] stimulating 
effects of protease activated receptor 2. 

21. (currently amended) The pharmaceutical dosage unit in claim 18 wherein 
the extract is [[of the Croton species]] in a final concentration of at least 100 
m i crograms per mill il iter of app li cation area of skin less than two milligrams of the 
extract per one milliliter of the carrier, which is selected from the group consisting 
of aluminum hydroxide, calamine, cocoa butter, cod liver oil, copaiba oil, shark 
liver oil, white petrolatum, hard fat, kaolin, lanolin, mineral oil, petrolatum, topical 
starch, aloe vera gel, polyethylene glycol, propylene glycol, vegetable oil, and 
castor oil . 

22. (previously presented) The pharmaceutical dosage unit in claim 18 
wherein the extract is included as an ingredient for a topically applied hemorrhoid 
treatment. 

23. (currently amended) The pharmaceutical dosage unit in claim [[18]] 22 
wherein the [[extractll topically applied hemorrhoid treatment is applied with an 
anti-inflammatory. 

24. (previously presented) The pharmaceutical dosage unit in claim 23 
wherein the anti-inflammatory is hydrocortisone. 

25. (previously presented) The method in claim 1 wherein the extract deters 
the activation of sensory afferent nerves. 
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26. (currently amended) The ITmethodll pharmaceutical dosage unit in claim 
f[111 18 wherein the extract is [[of the Croton species]] in a final concentration of 
at least 100 micrograms por mill il iter of app li cat i on aroa of sk i n, between 20 and 
900 micrograms of the extract per one milliliter of a topical carrier selected from 
the group consisting of aluminum hydroxide, calamine, cocoa butter, cod liver 
oil, copaiba oil, shark liver oil, white petrolatum, hard fat, kaolin, lanolin, mineral 
oil, petrolatum, topical starch, aloe vera gel, polyethylene glycol, propylene 
glycol, vegetable oil, and castor oil 

27. (currently amended) The method in claim [[1]] 26 wherein the extract is 
included as an ingredient for a topically applied hemorrhoid treatment.
